rid, coiling maseas, the scorpions ron- 
hing over them, on apparently quite 
friendly terms Mr. Webster describ 
ed several of these dens in the rocky 
defiles of the mountains of Similka- 
meen very graphically 

Ont, which from acconnte received 
from Indians, seems to be the 
quarters of all the rattlesnakes, is 
situated in an ideal inferno, a weird 
defile that would have appealed to 
the imagination of Dore It apr-ars 
that the Indians from superstitious 
motives, do not kill snakes, and from 
the same mutives de not go hear 
their dens. Mr. Webster, however, tn 
duced an old Indian to conduct him 
to the apot, which he did, but would 
never go nearer than about 200 yards 
Mr. Webster entered the horrid place 
alone He says it is indescribabiy 
weird, the entrance of the den proper 
being partty stopped up with bunch 
grass, being apparently carried there 
by the snakes, presumably for protec- 
tion against cold. It was too late in 
the season, hewever, the snakes hav- 
ing left for their summer quarters 
and all that was to be seem were some 
skins that had been shed, and a dead 
snake, probably an interloper which 
had apparently been killed by the 
others Mr. Webster expressed the 
belief that the enakes belonged to dif- 
ferent communities and that an indi- 
vidual who attempted to force its 
company on a community to which it 
did not belong, suffered the penalty 
of death at the fangs of the mem 
bers of the invaded colony 

The bull snake (so called) a harm 
less variety, is described as being the 
deadly enemy of the rattlesnakes 
which the former devours whole. The 
builenake, therefore, is carefully pre 
served Mr. Webster says that since 
the advent of miners and settlers 
the number of rattlesnakes has sensi- 
bly dicreased 

A curious account of a snake fight 
was eacribed by Mr. Webster, the 
witness being a Mr. Richter, a man 
well known to him, and of whose 
veracity he can vouch, [t appears that 
during a cattie humt.
